There are jnu 
merous streets that baffle even the 
old and experienced carriers, in some 
instances a half dozen houses hearing, 
the same number. 
As a result of such 
conditions 
the carriers are delayed 
many times in the delivery of mall, 
and as every one wants quick

ant that action lie taken at once. 
Since tin* streets were re-named the 
conditions have become considerably 
worse, letters being addressed to old 
numbers when they should properly be 
mailed to another number on another 
slreet.

Before the numbering

Dixon, who shot and killed Policeman 
Charles Collis, was taken from the 
jail aud shot to death In the jail yard 
and the body wras taken from there 
to the corner 
of 
Main 
street and 
Fountain avenue and hung to a tele­ 
graph pole, where the mob spent the 
next half hour riddling the body with 
bullets. 
The mob forced an entrance 
to the jail by butting in the east doors 
with railroad iron. 
At 10:30 the mob melted away rap 
Idly and It was the general opinion 
that no more attem pts would be made 
to force an entrance. 
Small groups 
of men, however, could be seen In the 
shadows of the court house, two ad­ 
jacent livery stables and several dwel­ 
ling houses. 
At 10:45 o’clock the po­ 
lice were satisfied 
that 
there was 
nothing more to fear and they with 
other officials and newspaper men 
passed freely in and out of the Jail. 
Shortly before ll o ’clock a diversion 
was made by a small crowd moving 
from the east doflrs around to the 
south entrance.

gan the assault on the iron turnstile 
leading to tho cells. 
Mob Used Strategy. 
The police from the south door were 
called inside to help keep back the 
mob from the cells and in five min 
lites the south door had shared the 
fate of the east one. 
In an Incredibly 
short time the jail was filled by a 
mad mob of 250 men and all the en­ 
trances and yard gates blocked by 
fully 1,500 men, thus making It Im 
possible for the militia to have pre­ 
vented access to the negro, had it 
been on the scene. 
The heavy iron 
partition leading to the cells resisted 
the mob effectually until cold chisels 
and cledge ham m ers arrived. 
The padlock to the turnstile was 
broken and the mob soon filled the 
corridors leading to the cells. 
Sec 
lng that further resistance was use 
less, and to avoid the killing of inno 
cent prisoners, th e authorities con 
Rented to the demand of the mob for 
the right man. 
H e was dragged from 
his cell to the Jail door and thence 
down the stone steps to the paved 
court in the jail yard. 
Fearing an 
attempt on the part of the police to 
rescue him the leaders formed a hol­ 
low square. 
Someone knocked th 
negro to the ground and those near 
him fell back four or five feet. 
Nim 
shots were fired Into his prostra* 
body, and, satisfied that he was dead. 
mobs dozen men grabbed the life 
less body 
and 
with 
a triumphant 
cheer the mob surged into Columbia 
street and marched to Fountain ave­ 
nue, one of the principal thorough­ 
fares of the town. 
Body Riddled With Bullets. 
From here they marched to the In­ 
tersection of Main street and a rope 
was tied around Dixons neck. 
Two 
men climbed th© pole and threw th? 
rope over the topmost crosstie and 
drew the body about is feet above th i 
street. 
They then depended adn their 
work was greeted with a cheer. 
The 
fusillade then began and for 30 min­ 
utes the body was kept swaying back 
aud forth from the force of the rain 
of bullets which poiared la on it. 
Fre­ 
quently the arm s would fly up con­ 
vulsively when a muscle was struck 
and the mob went fairly wild with de 
light. 
Throughout It all perfect good 
order was maintained and every man 
seemed in the best of humor. Joking 
with his nearest neighbor while re­ 
loading his revolver. 
Policeman Charles Collis, who wot 
I fatally 
shot 
Sunday 
morning 
bv 
Dixon in the latter's rooms in th? 
1 Jones hotel, died at noon 
Collis had 
served 12 years on the force and was 
regarded as one of the most reliable 
and efficient men in the police depart­ 
ment. 
He had gone to Dixon s room 
on the negro’s request. 
Dixon said 
his mistress had hi* 
clothes In her possession and had go* 
the consent of Jones, the colored pro­ 
prietor, to keep Dixon awy from the 
bouse. 
Collis accompanied Dixon to 
the mom and in a short time the man 
and woman eugaged 
in 
a quarrel, 
which resulted in Dixon shooting th*' 
woman, who is variously known a i 
Anna or Mamie Corbin, in the let’ 
breast Just over the heart. 
She fell 
unconscious at the first shot sud Cob 
ii* Jumped toward the mgro to pre­ 
vent his escape from the room. Dixon 
then fired four balls into Collis, the 
last of which penetrated his abdomen

Charles Collis, was taken from the 
jail and shot to death iu the jail yard 
and the body was taken from tiler 
to the corner 
of 
Main 
street an 
Fountain avenue and hung to a Ie 
graph pole, where the mob spent tho 
uexf half bour riddling the body wit 
bullets. 
The mob forced an entrance 
to the jail by butting iu tile east door 
with railroad iron. 
At 10.30 the mob melted away rap 
Idly and tt was the general opinio 
that no more attempts would be mad 
lo force an entrance. 
Small groups 
of men, however, could be seen in th 
shadows of the court house, two ad 
Jacent livery stables ami several dwe 
ling houses. 
At 10:45 o’clock the po 
lice were satisfied 
that 
there was 
nothing more to fear und they with 
other officials and newspaper men 
passed freely in and out of the jail 
Shortly before l l o’clock a diversion 
was made by a small crowd moving 
from the east doflrs around to til 
south entrance. 
The police followed and a bluff wa 
made ut jostling them off the steps 
leading up to the south entrance. The 
crowd at this 
point 
kept growing 
while yells 
of 
‘‘Hold 
the police, 
“ Smash the doors,” ‘‘Lynch the nig 
gar,” were made, Interspersed wit 
revolver shots. 
All tills time the pary 
with the heavy 
railway 
iron was 
beating at the east door, which shor" 
ly yielded to the battering ram. as 
did the inner lattice iron doors. 
The 
mob then surged through the east 
door, overpowered the sheriff, turn 
key and a handful of deputies and be 
gall the assault on the iron turnstile 
leading to tho cells. 
Mob Used Strategy. 
The police from the south door were 
called inside to help keep back the 
mob from the cells and In five min­ 
utes the south door had shared th< 
fate of the east one. 
In an Incredibly 
short time the jail was filled by a 
mad mob of 230 men ami all the en­ 
trances and yard gates blocked by 
fully 1,500 men, thus making it im­ 
possible for the militia to have pre­ 
vented access to the negro, had it 
been on the scene. 
The heavy iron 
partition leading to the cells resisted 
the mob effectually until cold chisels 
and sledge hammers arrived. 
The padlock to the turnstile was 
broken and the mob soon filled thu 
corridors leading to the cells. 
Sec 
Ing that further resistance was use­ 
less. and to avoid the killing of inno­ 
cent prisoners, tho authorities con­ 
sented to the demand of the mob for 
the right man. 
He was dragged from 
his cell to the Jail door and thence 
down the stone steps to the paved 
court In the Jail yard. 
Fearing an 
attempt on the part of the police to 
rescue him the leaders formed a hol­ 
low square. 
Someone knocked the 
negro to the ground nnd those near 
him fell back four or five feet. 
Nine 
shots were fired Into his prostrate 
body, and, satisfied that he was dead 
moba dozen men grabbed the life 
less body 
and 
with 
a triumphant 
cheer the mob surged into Columbia 
street and marched to Fountain ave 
line, one of the principal thorough­ 
fares of the town. 


Body Riddled With Bullets. 
From here they marched to the In 
teraectlon of Main street and a rope 
was tied around Dixon’s neck. 
Two 
men climbed the pole and threw tho 
rope over the topmost crosstie and 
drew the body about 18 feet above th a 
street. 
They then dsoended adn their 
work was greeted with a cheer. 
The 
fusillade then began and for 30 min­ 
utes the body was kept swaying back 
aud forth from the force of the rain 
of bullets which powed in on it. Fre­ 
quently the arms would fly up con­ 
vulsively when a muscle was struck 
and the mob went fairly wild with de 
light. 
Throughout it all perfect good 
order was maintained and every man 
seemed in the best of humor, joking 
with his nearest neighbor while re­ 
loading his revolver. 
Policeman Charles Collis, who wa# 
fatally 
shot 
Sunday 
morning 
by 
Dixon in the iatter's rooms in th3 
Jones hotel, died at noon 
Collis had 
served 12 years on the force and was 
regarded as one of the most reliable 
and efficient men in the police depart­ 
ment. 
He had gone to Dixon's room 
on the negro’s request. 
Dixon said his mistress had his 
clothes in her possession and had got 
the consent of Jones, the colored pro­ 
prietor, to keep Dixon awy from the 
house. 
Collis accompanied Dixon to 
the room and in a short time the man 
and woman engaged 
in 
a quarrel, 
which resulted in Dixon shooting the 
woman, who is variously known a* 
Anna or Mamie Corbin, in the lef* 
breast just over the heart. 
She feli 
unconscious at the first shot and Co'- 
lis jumped toward the negro to pre­ 
vent his escape from the room. Dixon 
then fired four balls into Collis, the 
last of which penetrated his abdomen
